ACTION OF HARD WATER ON LEAD.—Inves- 


tigations made nnd published by an Eng- 
lish phyeiciau confirm the statement made 
by other eipcriuienters, that, while hard 
waters of n certain kind exercise a protect- 
ing influence on lead.thoro are others which 
net energetically upon this metal. It soems 
from those researches, then.that hard waters 
do not protect lend, simply from the fact of 
their being hard; but this protection", when 
effected, is dependent not only on tho na- 
ture of the salt causing the hardness, 
bat 


also on the proportion present: for while all 
experience proves that a small amoimt of 
sulphate, nt any rate of sulphate- of limo, 
does protect tho lead, a large quantity of 
sulphate^of magnesia nets considerably upon 
it. It also appears that chlorides net upon 
lead, either with or without tho presence ol 
n sulphate, but their nction is not so groat 
as that of soluble carbonates. These results . 
however, do not practically aScct tho ques- 
tion of the safety of using load for common 
waters, so far as sulphates n,ro concerned, it 
being well known that no bad consequences, 
on the score of health, result from such uso.

cantaloupe cultivator gets a fine start with 
his plants, nnd has early fruit, as early as 
any in the markets: "I dig ' holes twelve 
inches deep, .fill up with well.rotted horse 
manure to the surface.

I thin out to three 
plants in a hill. I draw a little fino soil 
around them, up as high as the seed leaf, 
and the work is done.

No important changes in Ike accial condi- 


tion took place until after the time of the 
revolution. Umbrellas caino iuto use about 
four yeara prior to tho declaration of inde- 
pendence. At first they wero twoutod as 
effeminate aud nbsunl. The .doctors on Uie 
other hand, recommended them ag good for 
vertigoes nud soro eyes. 
They were of 


oiled silk, coarse and clumsy in their make', 
with fattan sticks, and wcro imported from 
India by way of England. This was th* pe- 
riod of the workiugman'R paradise. 
There 


was plenty of employment and rendy pay. 
The services of tho lawyer and physician 
were not in great demand. Girls were par- 
ried before twenty, aud there wore, no old 
maids. 
Great respect was paid to tho ngecl. 


Young lovers listened gravely, and took side 
long glances nt each other wheu hoforo thsir 
parents or elders. Towards tho close of tho 
day they would dress up in their best clothes 
and sit in tbo street porch. It was tho cm-- 
torn to go from porch to porch in the neigh- 
borhood aud enjoy n social chat. 
The peo- 


ple lived ou tho same spot whore they eai- 
ried on their business. 
Tho V.'ives, and 


daughters oftou served in tho store of the 
hcmd of tho family; nud the retail dry goods 
business was mostly iu tho haiuis ~ol the 
widows or the few youug Indies who had es- 
caped marriage. Dinners and suppers went 
the round of every social circle nt Christmas. 
Afternoon visits vyeremnilo at HO early an hour 
us to permit the matrons to go home and put 
their c. i'.clreu to bed. Everybody,know every- 
body and a stranger in tho streets was recog- 
nized nt oner. Tho Iradosmoa before tho rovc- 
lutiou were a different race from tho present. 


. They wero uouo of them ashamed of their 


leather aprons. Faded buckskin breeches, 
onca rndiaut iu yellow splendors, checked 
shirts and red flannel jackets were the 
common wenr of most working-men. All 
the hired women wore short gowns nud 
linsey woolsoy potticonts. 
Cnlf-skin shoes 


were tho exclusive property of the gentry. 
Tho servants wore cowhide. Tooth-brushes 
were unknown. The better sort were con- 
tent to rub tho teeth with a chalked rag or 
with snuff. 
It was commonly thought 


effeminate for men to clean the tooth at ah1. 


Not only the roysteriug cavaliers, but tho 


quiet 
citizens, wero fond of a. certain 


bravery in dress. Men wore cocked hats 
and wigs, coats with largo cuffs, and big 
shirts, lined nnd stiffened ^with 
buckram. 


The cont of a beau had three large plaits in 
the skirls, wadded profusely to keep them 
smooth, with low collars to show off the 
linen cambric stock, nnd tho Inrgo silver 
buckle on the back, of tho neck. The shirt 
was ruffled nt the wrists. The breeches had 
silver, stone, or pnsto buckles. 
Gold or 


silver sleeve buttons set with stones wero 
generally worn. No cotton fabrics were 
then known. Stockings were of thread or 
silk in Summer, nud of worsted in Winter. 
Surtouts were worn, but they had cloth 
great coats instead, or brown camlet clonks 
with green baizo lining. In iiio liMo of
